At the finiſhing of this Dance, the Globe changes into 
a high Pyramid, or Obelisk, adorn'd with Laurels, 
and an Imperial Crown above, ſupported below by 
a Lion and Unicorn, and on the Pyramid this 
Inſcription, VIvar ANNA, REGINA MAGN£ 
BRITANNIZ, FRANCIZ, ET HIBERNIE, FLOREAT, 
CRESCAT, tRIUMPHET. The Globe opens, and 
divides into three equal Parts ; the middlemoſt 
Concave preſents the Battel of Bleinheim, with 
this Motto, TERROR Inimtcorum; On the 
Right Hand Barcelona, with this Motto, De. = 
ctum Poul. On the Left appears Gibraltar, 
with this Motto, Sol Ariuu MiskRIs: As may 
be l in the F rontiſpiece.
